LIMIT FOR OFFENDERS

Move Against Criminals and 
Loafers Will Probably Cul- 
minate in Request for More 
Policemen. 


Relentless war on loafers, vagrants 
and barroom hangers-on will be begun 
by the police immediately in an effort 
to strike at the root ,of the wave of 
crime that has spread alarmingly over 
the four quarters of the city. 

Chief Beavers, who spent most of 
Sunday in his office at headquarters, 
announced last night that his men 
would undertake at once perhaps the 


‘most determined clean-up of the city’s 


history, and that battle so vigorous 
would be given the idler and loiterer 
that they would either have to flee 
tuwn or go to the workhouse. 

Will Lessen Crime. 

By this move the police expect to 
,lessen the amount of the crime preva- 
Jent in all parts of Atlanta, and ex- 
tending even into the county. The 
chief has been assured of the hearty 
support of Recorder Broyles, who an- 


1ounces that he will impose penalties | 


to the law’s limit. 

“The. idler and loiterer,” said the 
ciiel, “is responsible for a surprising 
degree of the lawlessness we're having 
tv contend with. The poolroom loafer 
und the barroom hanger-on breed crime 
in their idle brains. They are corrupt, 
iistinetively criminal, and live purely 
by acts of crookedness. 

“The panderer upon fallen women is 
in the same class. He must go with 
ihe others. Within thirty days we ex- 
peet to be absolutely rid of all classes 
of vagrants and a heavy percenétige of 
the crime we suffer at present. We're 


- going to start out to clean up the sa- 


loon, the poolroom and to break up the 
gangs of young crooks who infest the 
dJewntewn districts.” 

Work for Bullard. 

A large part of this work will be 
put upon the shoulders of Sergeant 
George C. Bullard, Sunday detailed to 
the head of the plain clothes ‘‘vice 
squad.” Bullard, before taking charge 
of the squad at 5 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon, held a lengthy conference with 
Chief Beavers in the latter’s office. 

The war on criminals» and on the 
loafers will probably culminate in a 
call upon city council to furnish the 
department with,more men. At present 
it is practically impossible to properly 
patrol the city, according to Chief 
Beavers, with the limited force, and 
this has been largely responsible for 
the increase in crime.

leaders in the course of the present 
session of congress. 

Though many other ‘subjects are 
heing pressed by democrats for consid- 
eration, leaders of the dominant party 
realize that a new administration can- 
not reform the whole statutory struc- 
ture of the government in a day. To 
complete their program, they appreci- 
ate that continuation of party ‘suprem- 
acy {s necessary and that re-election 
of a democratic senate and house next 
fall is more important than a long 
session of congress choked with hast- 
ily considered legislation. President 
Wilson is known to share this view. 

Many Pet Measures to Fail. 

Increasing the necessity for early 
party activity is the seventeenth con- 
stitutional amendment which, for the 
first time in the history of the govern- 
ment, commands the people to elect 
their own United States senators. 
Hence the senate cannot, as of old, sit 
content in Washington while members 
of the house strain to get into their 
home districts. Senators must go out 
into the highways and byways and, 
shoulder to shoulder with members of 
the house, make joint appeal to the peo- 
ple for votes. 

So with the congressional campaign 
rapidly approaching the men who guide 
the destinies of legislation, already 
have sharpened their pruning hooks 
and the pet measures of many loyal 
democrats must fall. Besides regular 
departmental legislation and the sup- 
ply bills, some of the subjects being 
urged for action are: 

“Equal suffrage, through a constitu- 
tional amendment; prohibition of the 
liquor traffic; a law to guarantee bank 
deposits: government regulation of 
stock exchanges, and many others.

No single item of news was read 
with more interest Sunday than the an- 
nouncement of the operas which will 
be sung here this season. 

The general opinion was that the se- 
lections are the best that have yet been 
made. There is no subject under the 
sun about which there is a wider di- 
versity of opinion than music. What 
one person likes, another person regards 
as impossible. Devotees of Italian and 
French opera frequently fail to find 
anything but noise and confusion con- 
founded in the heavy music of Wagner 
and other German composers.

WHY NOT ATLANTA? 

St. Paul; Minn., has in all probability 
blazed a municipal trail more momentous 
and far-reaching than the commission gov- 
ernment idea fostered by Galveston and now 
spreading everywhere. St. Paul is making 
it possible for the public bonded debt of the 
city to be owned by its humblest citizens, 
keeping principal and interest both at home. 
Elsewhere on this page The Constitution 
reproduces, by special permission, an article 
by George Creel from thecurrent issue of 
Everybody’s Magazine, telling how the mar- 
vel is: being’ worked. When the thing is 
brought down to its essentials, it is simple 
as Columbus’ method of standing the egg 
on end. But it is vastly more significant,

_gince it bears the possibility of revolutioniz- 


ing not only the financing of public debt in 
America but governmental administration 
itself—and all for the better. 

Briefly stated, here is the St. Paul plan: 

The city’s sinking fund commission is 
authorized to buy up municipal bonds and 
tax-levy certificates. With the proceeds, the 
city proceeds on its needed improvements 
and money that would otherwise lie idle is 
put to work. Then the commission reissues 
certificates against 


annual interest. The city sells these cer- 
tificates over the counter to all comers. 
The man, woman or child who would otlher- 
wise seek a savings bank or some other 
form of investment, grasps at the chance 
to buy a security that is backed by the 
city itself. At the purchasing office, a chart 
is posted every day giving the value of the 
bonds to a penny or half-penny. “There is no 
guess work. The certificates are redeem- 
able on demand, with interest to date of 
surrender. 

How has the plan worked? With a 
success little short of astounding. Since 
September the city has sold $10 participat- 
ing certificates to the value of $3,400,000. 
They are still selling at an estimated rate 
of $5,000 a day. The city’s improvements 
are going steadily forward. The city’s 
And there is never 
any trouble in floating a bond issue. 
Shrewdly, the sinking fund commission has 
safeguarded legal attempts to thwart, by 
reserving the right to call in certificates at 
will and upon payment of principal and 
interest. ’ 

One tremendous advantage of this sys- 
tem Mr. Creel doésn’t mention is the vital 
and healthful interest it gives the citizen 
in good government. When his ten or twen- 
ty or more dollars is invested in city bonds 
there is greater security against extrava- 
gance and crookedness than any array of 
legal safeguards; a more effective force for 
clean administration than any quantity of 
vigilance committees. 

Atlanta is tragically in need of public 
improvements. A bond issue is the one way. 
Her securities are even more attractive than 
St. Paul’s securities. Hoarded and idle 
money is relatively as plentiful in Atlanta. 

Isn’t the St. Paul plan an excellent one 
for Atlante @ least to investigate?

ing Post published an intensely interesting 
article by Isaac Marcosson on the personal 
habits of the notably successful and wealthy 
men of this country. It is a pity that every 
aspiring young American could not read it 
and absorb its moral. Mr. Marcosson called 
the roll of men who bulk big in national 
achievement, and with scanty exception 
their lives were almost monkish in their 
abstemiousness. He asserted that the 
stories current about the wild living of mil- 
lionaires and captains of industry were 
yarns from the whole cloth. Those among 
our Croesuses who do cb&se the bubble 
Pleasure and abuse their stomachs and 
nerves are not the men who are earning 
the fortunes or directing the activities of 
America, but their sons or descendants 
who are “wasters” or “spenders” pure and 
simple. 

The most conspicuous exception to the 
rule was J. Pierpont Morgan, who was an 
enormous feeder, a very moderate drinker, 
but an inordinate smoker. Mr. Morgan was 
not, Mr. Marcosson said, typical, and the 
fact that he won signal success and lived 
to an advanced age was due to an abnor- 
mally strong constitution. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of Americans of achievement, 
according to this authority, live with the 
greatest simplicity, eat frugally at all times 
and seldom touch alcohol. It was related 
of more than one that when he found it 
necessary to invite others to the hospitality 
of his table he provided a lavish wine list 
for them, but restricted himself to water. 

All of which illustrates the reiterated 
contention of The Constitution that what- 
ever headway the cause of temperance is 
making in this country is due almost solely 
to the economic motive. Men curb their 
appetites not because of sentimental or 
emotional appeals, but because they have 
discovered that drinking is incompatible 
with success. The rule of continence that 
the millionaire and the man of big affairs 
imposes on himself, he imposes also on his 
employees. Increasingly, it has become a 
choice between “the drink or the job.” That 
economic development is doing more to en- 
join personal self-control than all the well 
meaning fanatics that ever sowed the land 
with soul-racking propaganda. 


TAFT WARNS CANADA. 


William Howard Taft’s soundness as a 
counsellor has seldom shown to better ad- 
vantage than in his recent warning to Can- 
ada to avoid the industrial and economic 
ijls of the United Stdtes. Mr. Taft was ad- 
dressing a body from.the University of 
Toronto when he told them the phenomenal 
expansion of Canada meant that the domin- 
ion would, some day, bring up against prac- 
tically the same corporate and ethical and 
political problems we on this side are now 
striving so strenuously and expensively to 
solve. 

Few average Americans have any idea 
of the manner in which Canada has grown in 
the past few years and of the destiny that 
logically awaits the dominion. She has 
tremendous resources in agriculture. Her 
timber wealth has hardly been charted. In 
coal and gold and copper and silver, and 
less precious minerals, her possessions are 
as yet a matter largely of conjecture. 

The government officials and the great 
railways of Canada have not been slow to 
recognize these advantages. Ceaselessly, 
they have prosecuted a lavish and intelli- 
gent formula of development. Discernment 
is visible in their efforts to attract immigra- 
tion. We may prate about the mushroom 
growth of the dominion, but one thing is 
certain, and that is that the dominion turns 
a much more decisive hand against the 
pauper or the shiftless person than we do. 

It is inevitable that in course of time, and 
a comparatively short time, the phenome- 
nal expansion now foreshadowed will pre- 
cipitate just the problems with which the 
United States is now wrestling. Our feel- 
ing for our neighbors across the line is suf- 
ficiently friendly to urge us to steer them 
clear of our mistakés, if they can be induced 
to profit by what we have learned and now 
are learning. It is easier to treat class prej- 
udice in the bud than when it develops into 
a noxious flower. And it is easier, as Mr. 
Taft says with such feeling experience, to 
forestall the damaging hysteria of reformers 
and demagogues than to meet it when con- 
ditions have given it a thin coating of plausi- 
bility. 

Canada might have had its own reasons 
for turning down Mr. Taft’s overtures re- 
garding reciprocity. But he is on impregna- 
ble ground when he cautions against those 
evils that come in the train of the sudden 
accretion of wealth. The guiding thought 
of the dominion may well give heed to his 
candid counsel.

THE TRIAL OF 
ANNE HUTCHINSON. 


Among the earliest of the historical trials 
of Americans was that of Mistress Anne 
Hutchinson, whose fanatical views of religion 
stirred the Massachusetts colony to a great 
excitement about the middle of the seven- 
teenth century. She had brought with her 
from England “two dangerous errors,” said 
Governor Winthrop, “first, that the person 
of the Holy Ghost dwells in a justified per- 
son; second, that no sanctification ‘can help 
to evidence to us our justification.” 

Mrs. Hutchinson exploited these views at 
a number of public meetings held in Bos- 
ton. She violently attacked the Massachu- 
Setts clergymen. Great excitement was 
aroused by her preaching and for a while 
Boston was divided into two hostile theo- 
logical camps. 

The agitation started by Anne Hutchin- 
son was fraught with danger to the infant 
colony.

in the trial. Governor Winthrop was called, 
by his office, to perform the principal work 
in the prosecution. He thoroughly understood 
the whole ground of the controversy. 

The magistrates as a whole used their 
influence against Mrs. Hutchinson. They 
put questions to her, pronounced censures 


upon her, and expiateG upqn the dissension 
and mischief which had attended her during 
her residence in Boston. William Codding= 
ton alone, of the magistrates, sustained the‘ 
defendant. 

The ministers then in Massachusetts were 
probably all present at the court, with the 
exception of perhaps two or three in the more 
distant settlements. The ministers were in- 
deed the informers and the witnesses against 
Mrs. Hutchinson. It was by their evidence 
that ground of conviction was to be obtain- 
ed. Most of these ministers, smarting under 
the direct or indirect reproach which Mrs. 
Hutchinson was generally understood to have 
spoken against them, were determined to 
insure her humiliation. They felt that their 
honor, their influence and their claims to 
piety were at hazard. 

The court sat with open doors, and the 
whole case was watched with the most. in- 
anxiety through the two days which 
were spent upon it. “Such was the tribu- 
nal,” says Mrs. Hutchinson’s biographer, “be- 
fore which a female of undoubted piety, and 
of high excellence of character, was held to 
account for maintaining certain theological 
opinions distasteful to those to whom she 
was in no wise accountable for her belief. 

“She was even kept for a time in a stand- 
ing posture, until her evident bodily infirmi- 
ty obtained for her the privilege of sitting. 
The examination must have been extremely 
wearisome, and even Mr. Dudley complained 
that they would all be sick from fasting.” 

The proceedings began with a somewhat 
extended colloquy between Governor Win- 
throp and Mrs. Hutchinson, in which she ap- 
pears to have sustained herself with much 
dignity, and met, with strong good sense in 
reply, the charges which were laid at her 
door. 

The governor opened the disagreeable 
business by addressing Mrs. Hutchinson as a 
disturber of the peace and of the church, and 
then, without specifying any single offense, 
he heaped upon her an accumulation of cen- 
sures. 

Mrs. Hutchinson replied that, though she 
was called to answer, no distinct charges 
were brought against her. She desired that 
some one fault in speech or in deed might be 
Specified. Several definite charges were 
made, but she refuted these easily. 

The examination finally came to an end 
with Governor Winthrop putting the ques- 
tion, whether it was in the mind of the 
court, that, for “the trouble-someness of her 
spirit, and the danger of her course,” she 
should be banished, and imprisoned until she 
could be sent away. All but three held up 
their hand. The sentence of the court as it 
Stands upon the Massachusetts records was 
that she should be banished, and in the mean- 
time be committed to Joseph Welde until 
the court shall dispose of her.” Mrs. Hutch- 
inson, her husband and fifteen children, left 
the state and made their home in Rhode Is- 
land, and finally to Connecticut where she 
was cruelly murdered by Indians in Septem- 
ber, 1643.

Now comes the Minnesota city 
Paul, proudly claiming to have found a 
broad, safe way out of municipal “money 
troubles” and an equally infallible method 
for sinking the spur of self-interest into the 
flank of a lethargic citizenship. 

“Ten-dollar bonds” is the answer. Sold 
every day in the week, except Sunday, over 
the broad counter in the treasurer’s office 
at the city/ hall. No favorites! First come, 
first served! Satisfaction guaranteed or 
money refunded! 

Since July 20, 1948, when the great idea 
blossomed, over one million dollars’ worth 
of the $10 slips have been sold to the people. 
The real people! Newsboys, clerks, day 
laborers, strugglimg professional men—all 
‘that vast army of workers that lives in fear 
of a rainy day—make up the daily stream 
that flows in and out the doors of Treasurer 
Farnsworth’s “store.” 

The thing is simplicity itself. Any one 
able to read print can understand it. The 
“bonds,” in reality, are participating-certifi- 
cates representing a $10 interest in a bond. 
They bear four per cent interest, payable 
on the second day of January and July each 
year, and can be bought or cashed in any 
month or any minute. Over the counter 
hangs a great chart that shows to a penny 
just what a certificate is worth each day. 
A buyer puts down his $10 and as many 
cents as the accrued interest demands. 
When he sells he collects his principal and 
interest to date. The chart kills the mys- 
tery of bookkeeping absolutely. 

It is difficult to tell which party to the 
arrangement is more delighted—the people 
or St. Paul.

Excited and fired by success, St. Paul 
has thrown off its hobbles and is earnestly 
endeavoring to kick holes in the established 
horizon. With each new bond-issue, cut up 
into nice, inviting little $10 slices, absorbed 
by local purchase, what’s to prevent the 
gradual acquisition of all outstanding se- 
curities, so that eventually the entire bond- 
ed indebtedness of the city will be owned by 
the citizens? For St. Paul today is paying 
almost $600,000 annual interest on bonds 
owned in Wall street. 

Like everything else connected with 
American municipalities, the Great Idea came 
to St. Paul in the most haphazard manner 
imaginable. The recent summer witnessed 
a financial drought that set the officials to 
gasping like stranded fish. Money had to 
be had! But the market was in a slump,

there was the certainty that the securit 
would not bring par. 

Major Handy, the comptroller, happened 
to mention his trouble to W. C. Colver, just 
arrived from Cleveland to assume editorial 
direction of a chain of papers. Colver, rais- 
ing one hand on high with ceremonial im- 
pressiveness, fell to digging in his papers 
with the other. What he resurrected were 
his notes of a financial plan for cities that 
Tom Johnson kad talked out to him in the 
days of the Cleveland struggle. ; 

It was at a time when the great fighter 
for equal justice looked for immediate muntic- 
ipal ownership of the street railways, 0% 
as a flank attack, the erection of a munic- 
ipal lighting-plant. But where to get the 
money? Since the lords of finance, as usual, 
had announced savage hostility to any pond- 
issue for such purposes, some other way must 
be found. From the first Tom Johnsons 
thought clung to the fact that the aggregate 
cash savings of the people constitute the 
largest amount of real money in the country. 
Massed in sayings-banks and insurance com- 
panies, the hoards of the humble many 
make the ocean of credit upon which the 
mighty few launch their vast enterprises. 

How to tap this enormous reservoir of 
cash? How rescue the people’s money for 
the people’s use? Quite obviously, local 
assimilation a bond-issue demanded three 
things; bonds [fn no larger denomination than 
the average savings-bank deposit; their sale 
over a counter just like butter and eggs; 
and the right to cash them without notice 
or loss of interest. Even then, however, the 
city could not be expected to twiddle its 
thumbs while waiting for a quarter-million 
fbond-issue to be swallowed in $10 bites. 
Some benevolent middleman was necessary, 
and the final Johnson answer was the Sink- 
ing Fund Committee. 

This municipal body, created to accumu- 
late funds to pay the interest on the city’s 
indebtedness and to retire bonds‘ at ma- 
turity, has broad discretionary powers with 
regard to investments. Instead of letting 
this growing mass of money lie in banks 
at a low rate of interest, why not have the 
Sinking Fund Committee buy the proposed 
bond-issue, and then resell them to the peo- 
ple in small sums? 

This was the idea that Colver spread out 
before Comptroller Handy, who, with Treas- 
urer Farnsworth and Mayor Keller, consti- 
tuted the Sinking Fund Committee of St. 
Paul. After looking it over from every 
angle, the three officials decided to take the 
plunge. Quite gingerly several small bond- 
issues were bought in, and the participating- 
certificates printed. 

Although scarcely three days were al- 
lowed for publicity; there was a bargain- 
counter rush the moment the doors opened. 
Before the close of the first day the com- 
mittee began buying more bonds, and also 
invested in $350,000 of the city’s four per 
cent tax-levy certificates. 

There was ample need for these purchases, 
as the first three days saw the sale of $140,- 
000 worth of the $10 slips and $83,000 of the 
tax-levy certificates. 3y December 1, more 
than $1,000,000 of the former and $3,400,000 
of the latter had been sold over the treas- 
urer’s counter, making a total of three and 
a half millions of the obligation of St. Paul 
sold to citizens in four months. According 
to latest advices, the average daily sale is 
$5,000. 

If St. Paul Can, Why Can't You? 

Of course the plan has met with opposi- 
tion. The savings-banks don’t like it, nor 
are the public-utility magnates pleased with 
something that points a way to municipal 
ownership. Litigation was threatened and 
every one expected a suit or injunction pro- 
ceeding—that is, every one but the mem- 
bers of the Sinking Fund Committee. Not 
for nothing had these shrewd gentlemen in- 
serted the following paragraph under the 
word “Conditions” on the back of each par- 
ticipating-certificate: “The Sinking Fund 
Committee reserves the right to recall, dis- 
charge, and cancel this certificate upon pay- 
ment of principal and interest up to the 
date of retirement.” 

As simple as effective! If any certificate- 
holder should go into court, the committee 
can merely mail him a check and recall his 
certificate, 

As yet St. Paul has found no fly in its 
ointment. The city has adopted the com- 
mission form of government, and under ths 
simplifications and efficiencies of this plan 
the Johnson idea is scheduled for the very 
fullest possible development. If St. Paul. 
with its ten-dollar-cash-on-demand-certifi 
cates, can find it possible to be financed 
entirely by its own, citizenship, thus keeping: 
interest in local circulation, why can’t other 
cities do it? And if cities, why not states” 
Or, in the last analysis, why can’t the na- 
tional debt be absorbed in the self-same 
fashion? 


Old Cure for Depopulation. 


(From The Literary Digest.) 

France may go the woman suffragists one 
better by giving votes not only to all women, 
but also to children, including even babes in 
arms. These votes would, in all cases, be 
cast by the head of the house, and the result 
would be greatly to increase the political 
powers of men with large families. Says a 
writer in The British Medical Journal (Lon- 
don, December 20): 

“Among the remedies that have been sug- 
gested for the depopulation of Irance, which 
is becoming more and more acute, have been 
several affecting the disposal of property. 
One proposal is that every estate should be 
divided at least into four parts, those not 
going to children being confiscated by the 
state; another is complete exemption of large 
families from taxation. Another suggestion 
of a different kind, which, though much less 
drastic, would probably be much more ef- 
fectual, has recently been made. This is to 
incorporate in the scheme of electoral re- 
form now under discusison the principle that 
every living French citizen should be repre- 
sented, including women and children. While 
waiting for female suffragé every head of a 
family should have as many votes as he rep- 
resents persons—one if he is a bachelor; two, 
if married, without children; three, four, five, 
etc., if he has one, two three children, who 
do not themselves vote. This seems logical, 
and would give men who do not shirk their 
duty as citizens a plural vote, which would 
have to be reckoned with. Fathers of fam- 
ilies would no longer be crushed as they now 
are under military burdens proportionate to 
the number of their children, and under 
taxes on food and houses, which increase 
with the number of little mouths there are 
to fill. At every turn of legislation—fiscal, 
successional, military—the influence of big 
families would come into play, because they 
would be effectually represented and de- 
fended, and because they would count at the 
poll, and therefore could not be neglected by 
politicians out to catch votes. The force of 
the big family may thus become a lever 
which by continual movements would adjust 
the balance of political power, and the result 
might be a gradual modification of the men- 


‘tality of a people which has no longer the 


wish to reproduce itself, and in this way is 
manifestly tending to national extinction.”

I believe that 
the popular amusements of the world 
play an important part in the develop- 
ynent of strong, beautiful character. 
Men were made to sing, to put in re- 
veberation the melodies of love, and 
whatever is conducive of song expres 
sion in life must be God-appointed.

New York, February - 1.—General 
James Grant Wilson, soldier, editor and 
author, who has been ill in St. Luke’s 
hospital here for several weeks, died 
today. From the first, little hope was 
held out for his recovery, because of 
his advanced age—he was 8] years old 
—but his great vitality kept him alive 
for weeks after the inevitable end was 
apparent. 

General Wilson, son of William Wil- 
son, a Scotch poet, was a veteran of 
the war between the states. Brevetted 
at its close a brigadier general of vol- 
unteers, he laid down -the sword and

BOXERS WILL HAVE 
10 BE GOOD SOON

International Organization 
for Control of This Sport 
Is Now Being Agitated in 
England. 


New York, February 
impetus in the movement for an inter- 
national boxing organization for the 
control of professional boxers has 
been furnished by agitation in Eng- 
land. The, growing demand through- 
out the British Isles for an association 
of this type clearly indicates the pres- 
ent unsettled status of boxing, since 
English sport followers as a rule are 
extremely conservative and seldom 
sanction international sport alliancés, 
That an exception exists concerning 
boxing is evidenced by many expres- 
sions of personal and press opinion. 

As an illustration there may be quot- 
ed an appeal, printed in The London 
Times to American, French and Eng- 
lish sportsmen to organize a controll- 
ing body for boxing—a body that 
would control the whole question of 
world’s championships and which 
would decide how long a champion 
could hola a title without meeting a 
man in his own class. 

Must Defend Titles. 

“It is high time,” says The Times, 
that cheap champions were de- 
prived of the opportunity of refusing to 
defend their titles for indefinite periods. 
In the‘ matter of organization to that 
desirable end, the final word rests with 
America; for, as opposers of the olympic 
games are apt to forget, supremacy in 
athletics carries with it the right of 
ultimate control. .But if the national 
sporting club and French authorities 
were to formulate a co-operative pro- 
posal and submit it to the leading 
American clubs no harm whatever 
would be done and the consequences 
might be invaluable.” 

That such an organization is con- 
templated is generally understood by 
those interested in boxing, both in this 
country and abroad. Progress, how- 
ever, is slow, since there are few, if 
any associations with either legal or 
ethical right to aet as sponsors for 
the movement. The subject has been 
discussed frequently in an informal 
way by Hugh McIntosh, of Australia, 
Victor Bryer, France; A. F. Bettison, 
England, and Charles Harvey, of this 
country, but no definite plans have been 
advanced. 

Difficult Task. 


Harvey, who is secretary of the New 
York State Athletic commission, and an 
authority on boxing, said recently: . 

“It is far more difficult to form such 
a body than was the case in other 
sports, where there previously existed 
national governing bodies.” With the 
exception of France and Australia, 
there are no national bodies controlling 
professional boxing. In this country, 
three states—New York, Wisconsin and 
Montana—legally recognize boxing and 
govern the sport by commissions. In 
France there is the French Federation 
Le Boxe; while in Australia there re- 
cently was organized the Australian 
Boxing association. Both Belgium and 
Switzerland have associations working 
in unison with the French federation, 
but I cannot say to what extent they 
govern the sport in their countries. 

“Acting in a private capacity, I have 
been working on the scheme of an 
international organization since De- 
cember, 1911. As a result-of much cor- 
respondence I am convinced that it is 
necessary to form national bodies be- 
fore an international union can be 
launched. 

No Standing Outside States. 


“The three state commissions have 
no official or legal rights or standing 
outside their respective states. ‘Both 
the Wisconsin and Montana codes are 
modelled more or less after the New 
York state regulations and it has been 
proposed that a meeting of the commis- 
sioners be held to arrange for recipro- 
cal relations and co-operation. I have 
the assurance of most of the boxing 
promoters and advocates in other 
states, that they favor a national or- 
ganization. Beyond this nothing has 
been done so far as I know, toward the 
formation of a national governing 
body. The time is opportune, however, 
and in an unofficial capacity, I should 
be glad to continue the work toward 
that end.”

In ® 
written report to officials of the Mer- 
chants and Miners’ Transportation com- 
pany, Captain Berry said that in an 
collision with the 
Monroe, the Nantucket'’s helm was put 
hard aport to keep to the right, but 
the Monroe proceeded at full speed and 
tried to cross the bow of the Nantucket. 
She succeeded in getting partly past 
the Nantucket’s stein when the vessels 
collided, the Nantucket'’s stem striking 
the Monroe's starboard bow forward 
of the pilot house at right angles. 
The Monroe passed under such great 
speed, according to Captain Berry's re- 
port, that the stermigof the Nantucket 
was bent sharply toward her starboard 
side and the Nantucket slowed around 
so that her port was scraped by 
the Monroe crushing one of the Nan- 
tucket’s port boats.

(2) Would it 
pay me to put, say 50 pounds of nitrate 
of soda to acre in with seed when 
plan@ng? (3) Would you advise put- 
ting in guano with seed when plant- 
ing and not bed on same?

The Rest and Poorest Compared. 
It might be considered by some as 
little short of guessing to estimate the 
percentage of improvement in yield 
that has been effected. But not so. Dr. 
Ww. W. Tracy, in an article in Bailey’s 
Kineyclopedia of Agriculture, says on 
this point: 

“It has been clearly demonstrated 
that it is possible to increase the prod- 
uct per acre of the average farm crop 
up to 40 per cent simply by tha use of 
linproved strains of seed developed on 
the farm itself, at the cost of a little 
well-directed effort on the part of the 
farmer.” He says further: 

“There is no anore effective way of 
increasing the money profit from the 
farm and the attractiveness of farming 
#8 an occupation, particularly to alert- 
minded young men, than wise efforts in 
the improvement of the quality of the 
seed to be used.’ 

I agree entirely with the statements 
and opinions expressed by Dr. Tracy in 
the above quoted paragraphs. lt agrees 
with my own carefully conducted ex- 
periments, covering a period of ten 
years, while in charge of the Georgia 
experiment station I have already, in 
an article published in this paper some 
months ago, given a table showing in 
detail the yields per acre of the best va- 
rieties of corn, and also of cotton, for

KAINIT TO PREVENT RUST. 

A. J. Willoughby, Pretson, Ga.—I have 
12 acres of gray land, which has been 
in grain crops and peas for four years, 
and I want to put it in cotton this 
year, but I am told that it rusts cot- 
ton so badly it would be unprofitable 
planted in cotton. I[-intend to bed on 
about 400 pounds of a 8—2—4 fertil- 
izer per acre, and I also want to use! 
kainit when J plant, as I see it is 
claimed that kainit if used liberally 
will prevent rust in cotton. My pur- 
pose in writing you is to ask you if 
the kainit will prevent the rust? 

Answer—There seems no longer a 
doubt that kainit, in sufficient quan- 
tity, as a source of potash is a fairly 
effective antidote to rust in cotton. 
But your plan to use Kainit is not the 
accepted method. You propose to use 
a fertilizer analyzing 8—2—4. Now, 
this 4 per cent of potash should be 
supplied entirely by kainit, which con- 
tains 1-2 per cent of potash and

Primary Goods Market. 

Conditions in the primary dry goods 
inarkets have improved materially 
since the opening of the year, with 
many indications of renewed interest 
on the part of retailers. Some price ir- 
regularities are noted, wide and heavy 
duck being a weak feature, whereas 
steadiness of quotations is the rule in 
several other lines.

The free 
and unlimited coinage of silver will be 
offered as a means of providing ample 
money.

Washington, February 1.—Shortage 
of meat animals in the United States 
Was strikingly demonstrated by com- 
parative figures made public today by 
the department of agriculture. The re- 
port showed that there are nine less 
beef cattle, seven less sheep and three 
less hogs now for each 100 persons in 
the country than there ‘were in 1910. 
This means that it would take 18,259,- 
000 more cattle, sheep and swine to 
give the present population the same 
supply that the census of 1910 showed 
to exist.

Population More; Cattle Less. 

While the population of the country 
is estimated to have imcreased from 
91,972,000 to 98,646,000 in the past three 
years, the number of beef cattle has 
decreased 12.9 per cent, and of sheep 
56.2 per cent. The number of swine in- 
creased slightly, 1.3 per cent, but it did 
not keep up with the proportional 
growth of population. 

In spite of the reduced number it 1s 
estimated that the value of cattle in the 
country increased from $1,534,600,000 
in 1910 to $1,930,087,000 on January 1. 

“This increase in value, however,” 
the department pointed out, “does not 
necessarily mean that farmers or stock- 
raisers are making more, if any, profit. 
On the contrary, the cost of production 
has probably increased more rapidly 
than the increase in the selling price 
of livestock. Producers of farm prod- 
ucts are the last to receive any benefit 
| from higher prices paid by consumers, 
| Yet they are among the first to in- 
‘crease production if there is a prospect 
of realizing better returns. 

19,000,000 Meat Animals Less. 

“The very faet that there is a pres- 
ent shortage of nearly 19,000,000 meat 
animals in the United States since the 
census of 1910, indicates clearly that 
the business is not profitable to pro- 
ducers.”

I cannot agree with Mr. Dobson that 
her diary is to be classed with the 
great diaries. A page of Pepys is 
enough to put her out of the count. 
She may be more decorous, more varied, 
even more entertaining. AS a por- 
traver of her own soul er of the souls 
of others, between her and Pepys there 
is no comparison. 

So, I repeat, our diarist helps us less 
than she ought. Yet even she cannot 
write two thousand pages, nominally 
about Herself, without telling some- 
thing. The very fact of such literary 
self-consciousness is of deep human in- 
terest. It is to be noted, also, that 
she does not conceal herself from any 
instinct of reserve. She is willing to 
arop pose and tell all, if she could; 
but she cannot. Such thoughtless self- 
confession ws Pepys’ would have been 
impossible to her... . 

With her various opportunities of 
human ‘contact and with this natural 
shrewdness, Madame D’Arblay’s diary 
should have been a mine of varied and 
powerful observation of life. it is 
not. She presents us with a vast col- 
lection of figures, vividly contrasted 
and distinguished in external details 
and little personal peculiarities: but 
rarely, if ever, does she get down to 
essentials, to a real grip on the deep- 
er rvrings and motives of character. 
This is in large part due to the eternal 
literary prepossession which I have 
already pointed out. You feel that 
the painter is much more interested in 
making an effective picture than a gen- 
uine likeness. But Miss Burney’s de-

A Private Man-of-War.

it was the year 1649. 
veldt, skipper of the ship La Garce, 
would not have liked to be termed a 
pirate. He termed himself ‘‘commander- 
in-c nief of a private man-of-war.” He 
Was popular in New Amsterdam (after- 
wards New York) among his Dutch 
countrymen, but also in the neighbor- 
ing Enelish colonies of Boston and 
Virginia. Captain Blauveldt was known 
to hunt and capture Spenish prijzes, 
which he sold at fair and reasonable 
prices to his “customers” at New Am- 
sterdam and in the English colonies. 
In 1648 eame the peace of Munster be- 
tween Spain and the Netherlands, 
which should have put a commander of 
a private man-of-war out of Dusiness. 
Great, therefore, was the astonishment 
of all the New Amsterdammers to see, 
in March, 1649, a year and a half after 
the treatv of peace, La Garce sailing 
up the river with the Spanish ship 
Tobasco, captured as a prize in the 
gulf of Mexico. The gallant captain 
swore he had never heard of any peace 
with Spain and that when he sum- 
moned the Tabasco to surrender, the 
latter had answered by firing on him, 
besides La Garce had been built in 
France and France and Spain were yet 
at war. Notwithstanding these refuta- 
tions. the capture was considered ille- 
gal, and the Spanish ship was returned 
to its owner. The captain and his 
partners in New Amsterdam, very re- 
spectable citizens, did not appreciate 
these legal proceedings. As for the 
captain, he left the colony for “an un- 
knew destination.” And he was a 
handsome gentleman, “fair of complex- 
ion, with gentle eyes and of high stat- 
ure.”’
